ANTAGONISM TO BELGIUM 



BMwini Clerical* and LllN.rali U Be- 
r.MllllIK I iic.iHroll.il. I. . 

London, ttept IT. —The antagonism In Pel 
giuin Iwt wwn the Clericals anil Liberals is 
iKfoming uncontrollable, and threatens U> re- 
sult in civil war. The Brussels uewsi>B|>ers 
BIS tl,««led with letters from sanguinary Lib 1 
erals urging the press to publish a xignal for 
a rising against the Clerical party. The 
writers promise thut when the tocsin is 
sounded there will bo no luclc of armed men 
M enforce the demands of the people. 
Many ineinliers of the nobility, 
although nominally Catholics, nre 
full of Indignation against the Clerical 
programme, which they look upon St tending 
to subvert their established lights. These 
noblemen are exasperated in the action of the 
IHviminU in voting almost solidly for the 
Clericals, und they propose a vuriety of re- 
prisals. Those of them who are large land- 
holders propose to take revenue upon their 
t« •Hants by r iiiiiing absent from their prop- 
erty, Hpeuding their money in Antwerp and 
Brussels, und by evicting the farmer tenant 
w henever they can tltid a legal pretext for 
such action. The Catholic journals of 
BrtaMris, such as La Belui.pie and the 
Journal de Bruxelles, have been for many 
days urging the boycotting of Brussels trades- 
men, in revengo for the act ion of the Liberal 
m.l.s which have threi tened and attacked 
Clerical processions in BrSSSstt. These in 
ciU'inents are now pr« hieing their offsets, 
ami life is made a bu -den to commercial 
travelers going through the provinces ns rep 
resentutiviw of Brussels business houses. In 
severol instances these .l.iiuiuiors DATS I.. en 
threatened with lyuchuav, aud some of them 
have been glud to escape with their lives.
